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CHARLES W. BREIMER, M.D. 
1911-1960 


Charles W. Breimer died on July 28, 1960 at New York Hospital 
after an illness of several months. In his passing, the Hospital 
for Special Surgery has lost a devoted and outstanding member of 
its staff. 


Dr. Breimer became an assistant to Dr. Raymond W. Lewis in 
1947 and, in addition to carrying on a busy private practice, de- 
voted several hours a day in the x-ray department. He was Director 
of the Department of Roentgenology from 1955 to 1957; Associate 
Director from 1957 until his death and was an Assistant Professor 
of Clinical Radiology at Cornell University Medical College from 1955. 


All who have known Dr. Breimer will remember his wide range 
of medical knowledge and his exceptional perception in the interpret- 
ation of radiographs. This ability permitted hia to make a positive 
statement, which is indeed a rare quality among radiologists. 


Dr. Breimer's devotion to duty was another of his outstanding 
qualities and for many months in 1955 he carried on as the only 
radiologist at the hospital. Those of us who had the privilege of 
being taught by him (including the residents from both New York 
Hospital and Roosevelt Hosptial) can attest to his remarkable 
teaching ability. His loss will be keenly felt by all who knew hin.

During the week from Sunday, September 4th to Friday, 
September 9th, the International Society for Orthopedics and 
Traumatology met here in New York at the Hotel Astor. Dr. Philip D. 
Wilson was chairman of the committee for local arrangements 
and thus set up the entire congress. Dr. L. Ramsay Straub 
was secretary of the congress and thus had to manage all the 
administrative details. He was ably assisted by Dr. Philip D. 
Wilson, Jr., Social Chairman and Public Relations Committee 
Chairman, Dr. John Paul Harvey, Registration and Dr. Bernard 
Jacobs, Assistant Registration Chairmen, respectively, and many 
others around the hospital. Mrs. Eve Boyden, whom many of 
you have seen on the 3rd floor, has been working on the congress 
for the past 4 months and as Administrator, actually made 
"all the wheels go around." 


This Society meets every three vears and its member- 
ship is comprised of outstanding orthopedic surgeons from 

all countries of the world. It is truly international with 
doctors at this congress from Japan, Thailand, all of Europe, 
South America, Austrailia and elsewhere. It is a United 
Nations of the orthopedic world. It is significant that over 
950 doctors were registered with 300 from the United States 
and the remainder from foreign countries. 


Many of our old friends were here. Sir. Harry Platt, noted sirgeon 
from England, Dr. Hans Mau, from Germany, Dr. Jerry Lord,from 
France, Dr. Manuel Gomez from Portugal, Dr. Juan Ruiz, from 
Colombia, Dr. Oscar Scaglietti, from Italy, to mention only a few. 


Special Surgery did its own bit to break the Iron Curtain. 
A group of approximately 11 Russians arrived on Saturday, 
September 3rd, and toured the hospital and gave a small award 
to Dr. T. C. Thompson and Dr. Sanford Lazar. They then spent 
the week at the congress. 


Many interesting papers were presented and social events 
were provided on each day after the meeting. One very interesting 
trip was a boat ride on the "Peter Stuyvesant" up the Hudson 
to the Tappan Zee, then back down to lower New York Harbor, up 
the East River and finally home. 


On Monday evening, all the American doctors arranged 
dinners for small groups and everyone of the 600 visitors, most 
with wives, spent time with some Americans. The Russians also 
partook and it was reported they very much enjoyed their visit 
to an American Home. 


All the visitors were impressed with the efficient way 
the meeting ran and with the translation. Papers could be 
given in Spanish, French and English, and simultaneous trans- 
lations were provided by individual radios which were present 
so that one could listen in to the language desired. 
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A wonderful banquet and dance took place Thursday, 
September 8th, and at this time a message from President Eisenhower 
was read. The meeting was closed Friday and at this time 
Dr. Philip D. Wilson was elected President of the next congress 
to be held in 1963 in Vienna, Austria. This is the highest 
honor of this Society and an honor richly deserved by the 
recipient. It is the first time an American has been so honored.
